ARRIVAL OF THE ARMY. 


DOWIE FORECASTS HIS PLANS. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16.— The first de- 
tachment of John Alexander Dowie's 
Zion hosts arrived from Chicago on 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad to- 
day to engage in a crusade for the 
reformation of New York. They all 
appeared cheerful and happy, and 
said they had had an enjoyable trip. 
They landed at the Battery and at 
once boarded cars for Madison Square 
Garden. 

As soon as the first car started, the 
crowd on board began singing a hymn 
and a large crowd of curious. specta- 
tors gathered round those waiting out- 
side the ferry house. Men in the 
Dowie party distrtbuted tracts. The 
men were all dressed in a uniform 
resembling that worn b ythe United 
States Infantry, but the women did 
not wear uriforms,. 

The crowd around the cor nouse 
grew so large that it Locked the street. 
and police drove the spectators back 
to the curb. One of the features of the 
party was the junior choir, consisting 
of about fifty little boys. There was 
also a drum and fife corps of 30 men, 
dressed in khaki uniform. Thirty per 
cent. of the party were women: and 
children of all nationalities. 

DISAPPOINTED CROWDS. 

Dowie himself arrived in his special 
train at the Grand Central station, 
disappointing the crowds who were 
awaiting him at the West Shore Rail- 
road ferry, Mis train having come from 
Albany over the Hudson River divi- 
sion. His private carriage was await- 
ing bim at the West Shore depot, and 
the’ Zion leader with his wife, son 
and lieutenants, took the public hack 
to the Plaza Hotel.

Mauison Square Garden, which is to 
be the headquarters of the host for 
most of the time they are here, was 
850n occupied by 1800 citizens of Zion. 
Fach presented at the entrance an 


identification card bearing the photo- 


graph of the holder and every person 
was carefully scrutinised by Director- 
General Mitchéll. All had expected to 
breakfast in the garden, but as it had 
been arranged not to make provisoin 
today for any meals before 5 o'clock 
this afternoon. they left the garden in 
search of a meal in neighboring restau- 
rants. Scattered around the entrance 
to the garden were the Zion Guards, 
each dressed in a black uniform and 
a black peaked cap. On the cap just 
above the peak was a gilt dove, and 
under it the word “Patience” braided 
in gilt letters. In the belt that they 
wore was the usual sword strap, but 
instead of a weapon the strap held a 
Bible. 3 

Conspicuous among the arrivals was 
the Zion Band, numbering thirty-eight 
members, all dressed in a bright green 
uniform. Among the most prominent 
of those who arrived today was Elder 
Abraham F. Lee, general recorder of 
the Zion restoration host, who has 
charge of the resteration movement all 
over the world; Charlies B. Barnard, 
formerly a Chicago banker and now 
general financial manager for Dowie: 
Rev. W. A. Diniug, chaplain of the 
Zion Guards, and Deacon James . 
Peters, who has charge of transporta- 
tion arrangements. 

PEACE BE TO THEE.” 

After a rest, Dr. Dowie proceeded to 
Madison Sjuare Garden, where about 
three thousand of the host awaited 
him. When he stepped into the vast 
hall the assemblage arose and faced. 
the oversecr. Holding up his hands he 
said: “Peace be to thee.“ 

“Peace be to thee,” answered the 
great crowd. 

Dowie then made his way to the bal- 
cony, asking for a roll-cail, and as- 
signed the audience to sections of the 
hall, separating them according to the 
trains by which they arrived. His 
orders were repeatedly interrupted by 
the hammering of carpenters still at 
work preparing the hall for the use 
of the Zionists, but who at first paid 
little attention to his orders to cease 
hammering. When Dowie sent an 
overseer to ask them to stop they sent 
word that they were working to keep 
a contract, and could not stop. The 
roll was then called. 


LONG TALK TO REPORTERS. 


After looking things over at Madison 
Square Garden, Dr. Dowie gathered 
the reporters together and talked to 
them for over an hour. He said that 
his mission here is one of peace, and 
that during the three weeks that the 
followers of the Christian Catholic 
Church are here they expect to visit 
every family in this city at least 
twice. He also said that he comes in 
the capacity of the Prophet Elijah, 
and it was the revelation he made in 
1891 to an audience of 14,000 people in 
the Auditorium, Chicago, and promises 
to explain more fully what the revela- 
tion means. He said he is a law- 
abiding citizen of this country, is op- 
posed to secret societies, and only asks 
for fair play for himself and his peo- 
ple. He said further he has fought 
many battles against wrong and has 
always won, that his coming to New 
York is not a money-making scheme, 
and he does not care if the people here 
do not pay his board bills. 

I have come to New York as the 
representative of a powerful ecclesias- 
tical body. he said, “but in my pro- 
phetic capacity I care not for your 
smiles. I am indifferent to ridicule 
as anyone. There is a place for ridi- 
cule and satire, bui I say your time 
ought not to be used in ridiculing any 
man who believes he has a solemn 
message to humanity. It never pays 
to fight against God. I am not going 
to dodge anything. I am a very open 
man and have no concealments. 

»I have come to the city of New 
York in obedience to what I believe 
to be the command of God. I have 
long considered this city, which is the 
metropolis of this republic, and is also 
the greatest city of the American con- 
tinent, was worthy of the most careful 


consideration: and preparation at my 
hands.” 
Dowie denied that he intended to 


raise a fund of $50,000,000 while bere, 
and declined to say whether he was 
going to found another Zion City here.

Has Been Persecuted by Harrison. | |

Rogers of Pasadena. 


HE District Attorney and Sheriff have been 
called upon by C. S. Harrison of this city to 
investigate the death ef the late Benjamin C. 
Relatives allege that the 
old man was poisoned for the sake of his prop- 
erty and have begun proceedings to upset the 
will. The widow asserts that it is a case of 
blackmail and persecution, and makes bitter 


charges against Harrison, who, she says, has 


The retention of Attorrey L. A. 
Gibbs of Pasadena by the slighted 
heirs of the late Benjamin C. Rogers 
of that city to contest the will of the 
deceased, has revealed a situation pos- 
sessing all the sensational features of 
a sizzling melodrama. 

The situation involves death, crema- 
tion, charges of poisoning, alleged 
biackmail, intimidation and proffers of 
marriage having in view a division of 
the Rogers estate, valued at about 
$30,000. — 

The slighted heirs, a brother and two 
sisters in the East, represented here 
by C. 8. Harrison of this city, allege 
that the deceased came to his death by 
the administration of arsenic ‘forced 
into grapes. 

This allegation is indignantly denied 
by Mrs. Rogers, through her attorney, 
A. R. Metcalfe of Pasadena. »Mr. Met- 
calfe declares that he is prepared to 
demonstrate that Harrison is a black- 


|} appear, but the fact is Dr.“ 


mailer, and that to further his pur- 
poses he has dragged in unwilling 
heirs, who, let alone, would not have 
thought of bringing a contest: 
Harrison. through Attorney Gibbs. 
alleges that during a residence at the 
Rogers home he became possessed of 
evidence, verbal, written and collat- 
eral, that pointed toward the poisoning 
of Mr. Rogers. ‘‘onfirmed in his be- 
lief, he communicated with eastern 
heirs, who authorized him to go ahead 
and prosecute, not only to the break- 
ing of the will, but to the bringing to 
justice those guilty, if such there be, 
of causing the death of Mr. Rogers.

WANTED TO MARRY MRS. ROGERS

“With the idea of causing Mrs. Rog- 
ers to forget her troubles, accompanied 


took her down to Coronado. There at 
the dinner table they met C. A. Har- 
rison, an acquaintance was formed, and 
many little pleasure trips taken. As the 
acquaintance progressed*it was devel- 
oped that Harrison was a widower 30 
years of age, with a little motherless 
boy. Harrison wanted to buy a small 
ranch. Mrs. Rogers had just the prop- 
erty in the southern foothills that 
would suit. A visit to the ranch was 
arrange’. While viewing the land 
Harrison discovered that he was a long- 
lost cousin of Mrs. Rogers.

“With accumulating annoyances, 
Mrs. Rogers finally concluded to get 
rid of her offifious relative. Knowing 
of no better way she rented her house 
to Mrs. Chambers, her housekeeper. 
Once in possession, Mrs. Chambers lost 
no time in throwing Harrison's effects 
into the street. But among other 
qualifications Harrison is possessed of 
staying qualities. Day after day he 
haunted the Rogers home, making re- 
peated attempts to gain an entrance.

TRAP WAS SET. 

“Finally, we concluded to put up a 
job on Harrison, and Miss Kearns made 
appointments with him at a room in 
the Burbank Theater building in Los 
Angeles.

Harrison to t his offer and the mat- 
ter of testimony in writing. The final 
conference was held last Tuesday. At- 
torney Gibbs accompanying Harrison 
to the rendezvous. 

“When Miss Kearns saw Mr. Gibbs 
she refused to talk before a third 

rty, so he was left to cool his heels 
n the corridor. 
Kearns endeavored to draw from Har- 
rison the nature of the testimony he 
desired, but the fellow was evasive. 
He insisted that she knew enough to 
}incriminate Mrs: Rogers, and that if 
she would only follow his advice and 
conform to his wishes he would as- 
sure her $3000. This was refused sev- 
eral times. Then to close the seance, 
as any nervous woman might, she 
threw open the adjdéining doors and 
Deputy Sheriff Stater, Dr. Beam and 
Mrs. Howells walked in, having over- 
heard every word spoken. Since then, 
I am told Harrison has left the city, 
not caring to meet a charge of at- 
tempting blackma!il.’” 

THE HARRISON SIDE. 

Attorney Gibbs's story of the Bur- 
bank meetings varies somewhat from 
that of Attorney Metcalf. Attorney 
Gibbs says that on the day in ques- 
tion he accompanied HMarriftofi to the 
designated? room and was denied en- 
trance, as stated. “After a delay of 
some. time, sald Mr. Gibbs, lady 
and gentleman came out and passed 
me hurriedly. I then waited nearly 
two hours longer, and Harrison not 

aking an appearance I made an in- 
vestigation.’ Entering the room 1 
found Harrison guarded by Deputy 
Sheriff Slater. Asking for an explana- 
tion, Slater said he had been sent to 
protect Miss Kearns and was in the 
employ of Mrs. Rogers’ attorney. 
When I protested that 
sheriff he was out of place, he stated 
that Harrison had attempted black 
mail and that the others had gone out 
to swear to a warrant for his arrest. 
After another hour of waiting there 
came a knock at the door, and asking 
me to look out for Harrison, he 
stepped outside.

Among other questions 
asked was as to the temperature of 
his present abode. ‘Well,’ replied the 
disembodied Rogers, ‘after my experi- 
ence of yesterday I am prepared for 
almost any climate, no matter how 
hot.’ When it is remembered that Mr. 
Rogers’ remains were cremated, the 
spirit’s reference to heat was pointed. 

“As to this man Harrison I am con- 
vinced that his only purpose is to, 
in some way, get a slice of the estate.” 

Harrison has admitted to his attor- 
ney that he is not a relative of the 
Rogers family and that he only, as a 
detective, gained entrance to the home 
in order to secure evidence to, sub- 
stantiate his theory of poison having 
caused Mr. Rogers’ death. 

But Harrison's letters to Mra. Rog 
ers, now in Attorney Metcalfe’s pos- 
Session, tell a tale of covetousness and 
avarice, couched in language denoting 
dense ignorance of the English tongue.

THE AFFIDAVIT. 

The affidavit is substantially as fol- 
lows:

418 South Main street. She drew me 
into a side room and told me that she 
wanted me to go to her house on Ver- 
non avenue and move some furniture 
for her.

Glaring. he went on: “I have stood 
all of this I intend to. When any one 
attacks my folks they attack my life. 
I am going to defend my folks if any- 
thing like this comes out. I am going 
to raise the whip of defense.” — 
“The matter which so excited Mr. 
Creasinger is likely to be more thor- 
oughiy threshed out at the creditors’ 
megting today. The trouble is this: 

rs. Creasinger has come forward 
as one of her husband's creditors, 
claiming $15,75@ out of the wreck. She 
had produced notes for $2000, $6000, $3000, 
$2000 and $2750, alleged to have been 
executed by Creasinger to her during 
the last year and a haif. She claims 
that the notes were in payment for a 
loan made by her to Mr. Creasinger 
twenty years ago out of her separa 


property. 
It was mainly Miss Grace Creas- 
inger, the daughter, who was called 


upon to explain them. 

She said that all she knew of them 
was seeing her father write them. She 
said that her father and mother used 
to talk over certain accounts she 
knew nothing about, and then that 
her father would sign notes to her 
mother. 


MICROSCOPE ON NOTES. 


Attorney Earl Rogers crors-exam- 
ined Miss Creasinger in regard to the 
notes at the meeting referred to. 

He called her attention to the fact 
that all the notes, although covering a 
period of years, were written on the 


‘same kind of paper, all written with 


the same ink, all folded exactly the 
same way and only once. The 
scope shows that they Me never 
been folded but once.

Jennings of Florida and 
Senator John W. Daniel of Vi 
called at the War Department Tues- 
day to talk with Acting Secretary 
Oliver and Gen. Frederick C. Ains- 
worth. chief of the division of records 
and pensions, concerning the complila- 
tion of the names of Confederate sol- 
diers, which was authorized by the 


Congress.- 

The Florida Legislature has author- 
ised Gov. Jennings to appoint a com- 
piler to assist the War Department by 
collecting muster rolls in that State 
and forwarding them to Washington. 
Gov. Jennings has not yet selected a 

to do this work, but expects to

do so in a short time. 


Fifteen States—Maryland, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Virginia, West 
Virginia, North Carolina, south Caro- 
lina, Alabama, Mississippi, Florida, 
Louisiana, Texas, Georgia and Arkan- 
sas—furnished troops to the Confed- 
eracy. In all these States the Govern- 
ors are assisting the government in 
its attempt to collect a complete rec- 
ord of the Confederate troo and 
persons have been designat te su- 

rvise the work in all these States 

ut Florida, Maryland and Missouri. 

In .the records of the Federal troops 
preserved at the War Department there 
is much information concerning Con- 
federate forces. Names of soldiers pe- 


roled when Gen. Lee surrendered and

shown in the government records. Gen. 
Ainsworth is having these carefully 
compiled, and they have been supple- 
mented by muster rolls sent in from 
different States. These rolls are arriv- 


ing constantly, especially since the 
United Confederate Veterans indorsed 
at their New > 


the —ͤ— plan 
Orleans encampment. 

So many southern cities were de- 
stroyed that records of Confederate 
troops were imperfect even at the close 
of the war, and are in a hopeless con- 
dition at present. It will be impossi- 
ble to collect a list which will approach 
completeness. 

Historical writers have differed rad- 
ically in their estimate of the Confed- 
erate strength in the war. Gen. Aine- 


worth says it has been variously estt- 


mated at from 600,0@0 to 1,250,000. He 
expressed the opinion that about 1,000,- 
000 men were engaged on the southern 
side of the great contest. Senator 
Daniel estimated the Confederate 
strength at $00,000. 

The government will not accept any- 
thing but original muster rolls in the 
compliation of the list. In many cases 
these rolla have fallen into the hands 
of persons who are unwilling to allow 
the government to have them unless 
paid liberally. Confedera veterans 
have undertaken the collection of 
these, and will doubtless succeed 
obtaining most of them. All rolls wilt 
be returned to persons cwning them 
after they have been copied by the 
clerks at the War Department.— 
{Washington Times.

Many Million Bibles Issued. 

The British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciéty, which in a few months compl 
a century of work, has issued no few- 
er than 180,000,000 copies of the scrip- 
tures, which are now printed in nearly 
400 different languages. The actual ré- 
vision of the text of the recently-com- 
pletda Malagasi Bible, apart from the 
printing, cost the society over £3000. 
This is a trifle compared with the ex- 
pense of translation work at the begin- 
ning of the last century. Grants by 
the society to Dr. Morrison and his 
assistants for producing the first Chi- 
nese Bible totaled £10,000, While to Dr. 
William Carey and his associates in the 
various Serampore versions the grants 
of money and material exceeded 280. 
000. On the other hand, the revision 
of the Lifu Bible for the Loyalty Isl- 
ands, although it occupied three years 
and involved 52,310 corrections, entailed 
no more expense for the six natives 
who assisted the revisers than an an- 
nual grant of six suits of clothes. The 
diversity of tongues to be found in 
one country is often a matter of sur- 
prise. Last year the society's agents 
sold the scriptures in fifty-three lan- 
guages in the Russian empire, in twen- 


ty in South Malaysia, and in fifty- 
three in the Egyptian agency. The to- 
tal issue of Bibles, complete or in parts, 
last year, was nearly 6,000,000. Bight 
hundred and fifty colporters sold over 
1,830,000, the grants for colportage 
amounting to £43,282. Notwithstanding 
all the society’s achievements there 
are still millions of the human race 
speaking languages into which not 80 
much as a single gospel has yet been 
transiated. In order to meet the claims 
ot China, India and other vast flelds 
(labor for Bible women and colpor- 
tcurs, an effort is being made to mark 
the completion of the society's first 
century by raising a centenary fund of 
250 guineas—a fund to which His Ma)- 
esty the King has contributed 100 guin- 
ess and His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales, 30 guineas. The president of 


the society, the Marquis of Northamp- 


ton, gives £1000, while the members 
of the Executive Committee have col- 
lectively promised £10,000.—[London 
Telegraph.

INDEPENDENT CANADA. 
Trend of Opinion in the Dominion is 


Toward Separation—English Are Not 
Aware of the Truth. 


[Boston Transcript:] How do Can- 
adians regard England? When the 
butler of phrastus Such was asked 
the cause of the tides he replied: 
“Some says one thing, and some says 
another, but if I was to give my opin- 
ion it ‘ud de different.“ Mr. Chamber- 
lain hag been telling Englanders to 
rely on the expressions of prominent 
Canadiang resident in London. Those 
expressions are merrily read by many 
in Canada, who understand, as Amer- 
loans do of compatroits abroad, that 
cach constitutes himself a diplomatist 
of the school which holds that diplo- 
tnatists are sent abroad to tell 
taradiddles for the good of their coun- 
try. Are prominent and “nice” Eng- 
landers resident in Boston, New York 
or Chicago taken as examples of Eng- 
lish opinion, when they talk for pub- 
iication?-Any English who happen to 
read this communication will know 
what is meant. Decency and courtesy 
resquire uitlanders—at least in a 
powerful country that can't be raided 
--to say aloud only what is pleasing 
to the circumjaecent. 

CANADIANS IN ENGLAND.

It says 
in its heart two things— Thou art my 
Lrother and “Thou shalt want ere I 
want,” Aye, and a third: “Thou shalt 
be backed by me against anybody else— 
whenever I feel like it." This is a

CHANGE OF MIND. 

Mark Twain the Wise once remarked 
on the foolishness of professing thor- 
ough knowledge of the American mind. 
There are many millions of it, he said, 
in effect. Nobody can know it, or 
guess what it will do in strange cireum- 
stances. Which of us who went into 
shattered Petersburg or flaming Rich- 
mond in April, 1865, could have con- 
celved of the American northern mind 
as pessively watching the slow revival 
of negro slavery? Circumstances change 
and nations are re-formed by them. If 


the mind of the comparatively homoge- 
neous republic how postulate anything 
of the sentiment of heterogeneous Can- 
ada. There are two main races and 
two main creeds here; fifty other races, 
and 140 other creeds.

Causes Color Blindness, 


„ The crusade which the railroads of 
the country are carrying on against 
the use of intoxicating liquers and to- 
bacco by employés ee in operat- 
ing traing is partly due to the fact, 
not generally known, that the poisens 
contained in the proscribed articles 
troduce color blindness, which is «4 
fatal defect in enginemen, firemen and 
trainmen. For more than twenty years 
the diseases of tobacco endlyopia and 
alcohol endlyopia, as they are called. 
have been recognised by the oculists 
as the most insidious and difficult with 
which they have to deal. the 
employment of official oculists the ex- 
istence, growing prevalency and ter- 
rible results of these diseases have de- 
come familiar to the managements of 

many large railway systems. 
According to one of the railroad spe- 
clalists, endlyopia was rarely found in 
this country fifteen years ago, but was 
quite prevalent in European and south- 
ern countries prior to that. Now ocul- 
ists of good practice in this country 
have to deal with quite a large num- 
ber of cases yearly, the increase de- 
ing due to the increase in nicotine and 
alcohol affection. Endlyopia in its 
first stages produces slightly failing 
vision, often a smarting of the eyes, 
but jis not marked in effect. The dis- 
ease does not progress far, however, 
before scotoma, or color blindness, 
makes its appearance. Certain pof- 
tiong of the eye are unable to recognise 
the colors green and red, which are 
used in railroading, as danger and cau- 
tionary signals. To certain portions of 
the eve these colors will appear drab, 
low, black or some other color. As 
the victim cannot recognize this defect 
himself, an engineer or fireman might 
possess it for months and not know 
that he was misinterpreting signals

Many Million Bibles Issued. 

The British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, which in a few months comp) 
a century of work, has issued no few- 
er than 180,000,000 copies of the scrip- 
tures, which are now printed in nearly 
400 different languages. The actual re- 
vision of the text of the recently-com- 
pleted Malagasi Bible, apart from the 
printing, cost the society over £3000. 
This is a trifle compared with the ex- 
pense of translation work at the 
ning of the last century. Grants by 
the society to Dr. Morrison and his 
assistants for producing the first Chi- 
nese Bible totaled £10,000, while to Dr. 
William Carey and his associates in the 
various Serampore versions the grants 
of money and material exceeded £30,- 
000. On the other hand, the revision 
of the Lifu Bible for the Loyalty Isl- 
ands, although it occupied three years 
and involved 52,310 corrections, entailed 
no more expense for the six natives 
who assisted the revisers than an an- 
nual grant of six suits of clothes. The 
diversity of to s to be found in 
one country is often a matter of sur- 
prise. Last year the society's agents 
sold the scriptures in fifty-three lan- 
guages in the Russian empire, in twen- 
ty-eight lanBuages in Burmah, in thir- 
ty-in South Malaysia, and in fifty- 
three in the Egyptian agency. The to- 
tal issue of Bibles, complete or in parts, 
last year, was nearly 6,000,000. Eight 
hundred and fifty colporters sold over 
1,830,000, the grants for colportage 
amounting to £43,282. Notwithstanding 
all the society's achievements there 
are still millions of the human race 
speaking languages into which not 80 
much as a single gospel has yet been 
translated. In order to meet the claims 
ot China, India and other vast flelds 
( labor for Bible women and colpor- 
teurs, an effort is being made to mark 
the completion of the society's first 
century by raising a centenary fund of 
250 guineas—a fund to which His Maj- 
esty the —— contributed 100 guin- 
ess and His Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales, 30 guineas. The president of 
the society, the Marquis of Northamp- 
ton, gives £1000, while the members 
of the Executive Committee have col- 
lectively promised 410,000. [London

For more than twenty years 
the diseases of tobacco endiyopia and 
alcohol endlyopla, as they are called. 
have been ised oculists 
as the most insidious an ficult with 
which they have to deal. Through the 
employment of official oculists the ex- 
istence, growing prevalency and ter- 
rible results of these diseases have be- 
come familiar to the managements of 
many large railway systems. 

According to one of the raijroad spe- 
cilalists, endlyopia was rarely found in 
this country fifteen years ago, but was 
quite prevalent in Eur and south- 
ern countries prior to that. Now ocul- 
ists of good practice in this country 
have to deal with quite a large num- 
ber of cases yearly, the increase 
ing due to the increage in nicotine and 
alcohol affection. Endlyopia in its 
first stages produces slightly failing 
vision, often a smarting of the eyes, 
but jis not marked in effect. The dis- 
ease does not progress far, however, 
before scotoma, or color bdiindness, 
makes its appearance. Certain por- 
tlons of the eye are unable to recognise 
the colors green and red, which are 
used in railroading, as danger and cau- 
tionary signals. To certain portions of 
the eye these colors will appear drab, 
yellow, black or some other color. As 
the victim cannot recognize this defect 
bimself, an engineer or fireman might 
possess it for months and not know 
that he was misinterpreting signals 
unless an accident occurred.

‘duces total blindness by ki the 
optic nerve. If a cure is effected and 
the patient continues the use of to- 
bacco or liquor, as the case may be, 
the is very likely to recur, 
when it is still more difficult of cure.

HE PRINCIPLE IS THE SAME. 

Samue! Gompers. President of the 
American Federation of Labor. a few 
days ago sent a long communication 
to the delegates of the Centra! Fed- 
erated Union, in New York, in which 
he “explained” the attitude of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt on various subjects. 
and among others on the case of Mi- 
ler, whom the President caused to be 
reinstated in the Government Printing 
Office after he had been dismissed 
from that institution at the behest of 
the Typographical Union. It is a mat- 
ter of current belief that the Presi- 
dent has made his position in this 
affair pretty plain, and that no fur- 
ther explanation of that position is 
really needed. The President's lan- 
guage was certainly plain enough to 
be understood of all men; and ali 
mien, with the possible exception of 
Gompers and those whom he misieads, 
understand the President's meaning 
thoroughly. 

In his “explanation” of the Pres- 
dent's meaning, Gompers makes 
laborious attempt to belittle the effect 
and significance of the emphatic decla- 
ration made by the President in favor 
of the “open shop” principle. Re- 
garding the Miller case,” says Gom- 
pers, “President Roosevelt said that 
in his previous decision, which was 
favorable to Miller, he had nothing 
in mind but strict compliance with 
Federal and civil service laws: that 
he recognized the difference between 


employment by government, circum-. 


scribed by those laws, and any other 
form of employment: and that his de- 
cision in the Miller case should not 
be understood to have any other cf- 
fect or influence than as affecting 
@irect employment by the govern- 
Ment in accordance therewith.” The 
further claim is put forward by 
Minion “leaders that the President 
is in sympathy with union principles. 
end in favor of union) labor, outside 
of government employment. 

There is an evident purpose on the 
part of Gompers and his ilk to mis- 
represent the President's attitude on 
this subject (probably in the hope 
that they will be permitted to craw! 
Out of the unpleasant predicament in 
which they have placed themselves 
by attempting to dictate to the gov- 
ergment of the United States as to 
whom it shall employ and whom dis- 
charge from the public service.) The 
principie of the open shop. for which 
the President has declared so une- 
@Uivocaily, is substantially the same, 
from o moral standpoint, whether i: 
be applied to the public service or 0 
Private employment. If this principle 
be right as applied to the public serv- 
ice, it is right, and should be main- 
tained, in private employment. The 
President would hardly stultify him- 
self by favoring a wrong principle as 
Applied to private enterprise, 
supporting a right principle in its 
application to the government service. 

There is this difference between the 
open shop principle in the govern- 
ment service, and the same princi- 
ple in private employment: The 
government service, as the President 
bas pointed out, must be held acces 
sible to all citizens, without discrim- 
ination, and under conditions whfch 
apply to all alike. This is a require- 
ment of the laws and the Constite 
tion. and its justice is so obvious as 
to require no further emphasis. The 
private employer may legally dts- 
eriminate ir favor of or against union 
labor. From the moral. viewpoint, 
there should be no such discrimina- 
tion; for the right to work—to earn 
an honest maintenance by honest toil 
~—@hould be equaliy open to all men 
who are willing to work, and who are 
competent to perform the work re- 
quired of them. In a moral sense. 
and as 2 matter of equity between 
man and man, all decent men are en- 
titled to this equa! opportunity. 

If the trade-union régime could be 
carried out, the open shop would be 
abolished, not only in the government 
service, but in all classes of private 
employment. The ultimafe result 
would be that no man could obtain 
employment in any line of industry 
unless he ixionzed to a trade un'‘on. 
In other words, he would be denied 
the right to live, unless he joined a 
union. He would thus be coerced 
into joining a union under penalty of 


death. 


That such a state of things would 


be intolerable is plainiy apparent. 
Yet it would be the logical and the 
inevitable outcome of the complete. 
| triumph of the so-called principles for 
which organized unionism is con- 
tending. Mr. Gompers will have hard 
work to convince any considerable. 
number of persons, outside of the 
proscriptive organizations for whic 
he stands sponsor, that the President 
favors the establishment, in this free 
country, of an industrial despotism so 
repugnant to the principles of justice 
and equal rights upon which this gov- 
crnment is founded, 


ANAMA OR NICARAGUA? 

There is general interest and no 
little conjecture as to what course 
the President will pursue in the mat- 
ter of building an isthmian canal, 
now that Colombia has rejected the 
Panama canal treaty. The act 5 
Congress authorizing the construction 
of a canal to connect the waters of 
the Atlantic and the Pacific, affords 
a considerable amount of letitude to 
the President. It instructs him to 
cause the canal to be built over the 
Nicaragua route, if, after a reasonable 
time” shall bave elapsed, he is unable 
to secure a. favorable agreement from 
Colombia. To the President's discre- 
tion is left the determination of what 
constitutes a reasonable time for clos- 
ing negotiations with Colombia. 

As yet, the President has given to 
the public no intimation as to what 
course he will pursue. His inten- 
tions, even if he hes formulated them, 
will probably not be made known to 
the public before the convening of 
Congress. That the question will 
then be taken up in that body is prac- 
tically certain, whatever course the 
President may decide upon. If he de- 
cides to turn at once to Nicaragua, a 
new treaty will have to be negotiated. 
which the Senate will be called upon 
to ratify. If he should adhere to the 
Panama route, strong efforts will be 
made in both houses of Congress to 
revoke the former action and to pass 
a new enabling act, making manda- 
tory the construction of the great in- 
teroceanic waterway by way of the 
Nicaragua route. If the issue should 
be thus forced, the chances are that 
the Nicaragua route would win. 

While it is not altogether safe, at the 
present stage, to hazard a prediction 
as to the outcome of this perplexing 
question. the arguments in favor of 
the Nicaragua route are so many and 
so strong, that it would seem as 
though the Presiden: can hardly hes- 
tate, under the circumstances, to 
ab@idon the Panama route, with its 
legacy of failures and complications® 
and to take up the Nicaragua route 
as a final solution. of the isthmian 
canal problem. Expert engine:ring 
opinion holds that route to be, all 
things considered, at least equally as 
desirable as the Panama route. Many 
competent engineers regard it as 
vasily to be p:eferred to the Panama 
route. The Isthmian Canel Commis- 
sion, in its original report, decidedly 
favored the Nicaragua route, declar- 
ing, among other things, that “the 
Nicaragua route is the more advan- 
tageous ‘ior all transisthmian com- 
imerce except that originating or end- 
ing on the west coast of South Amer- 
ica.” Also that “for the commerce 
in which the United States is moat 
intcrested—that between our Pacific 
ports and Atlantic ports, European 


shorier by about one day.” 


The water supply in Nicaragua 
would be drawn from a great naturai 
reservoir, Lake Nicaragua, while in 
Panama an immense dam would have 
to be constructed. Another great ad- 
Vantage in favor-of Nicaragua, which 
would mean the saving of many lives, 
both in the construction and after the 
use of the canal, ie the healthfulness 
of the climate. Panama is one of the 
most unheaithy spots on the face of 
the globe. It has been so from time 
immemorial, and probably always 
will be so, for it lies in what is known 
as the region of calms. while the 
isthmus of Nicaragua is constantly 
swept by the health-giving trade winds 
from across the séas. 

The President, should he drop Co- 


lombia altogether and take up the 
Nicaragua project. would have the 
hearty approval and support of the 


great majority of the American peo- 
ple, who are weary of the long delay 
and are anxious to see the work of 
Construction begun. Further nega- 
tiation. with Colombia would mean 
further and indefinite delay. It is un- 
derstood that matters are in such 
shape that the Nicaragua deal could 
be closed up with very little delay. 
Tiis is another strong reason for pre- 
te. ng Wwicaragua, other things being 
equal. The peo;le are anxious to have 
the actual digging begin.

The election in Waterbury, Ct., must 
be a startling eye-opener for the 
queerly constituted people who im- 
agine that it is sure death politically 
for any public official, ever in the per- 
formance of his duty and the fulfill- 
ment of hia oath of office, to dare to 
do anything forbidden by the labor- 
union leaders.
